FOREWORD 


IN  December,  1926  Mr.  I.  Sack  decided  to  venture  for  the  first  time  into 
the  auction  field,  and  placed  on  exhibition  and  sale  at  The  Anderson 
Galleries  a  collection  of  American  furniture  and  objects  which  elicited  high 
praise  from  connoisseurs  as  well  as  from  the  general  public.  His  was  the 
outstanding  sale  of  that  year  and  equalled,  if  not  surpassed,  in  quality  any 
collection  of  a  similar  nature  which  had  been  offered  in  previous  years,  if 
the  comparatively  small  number  of  items  that  the  collection  comprised  is 
taken  into  consideration. 

At  that  time  Mr.  Sack  announced  that  he  was  forming  another  collec- 
tion to  be  displayed  at  the  King  Hooper  Mansion,  Marblehead,  Mass., 
during  the  coming  summer;  and  it  is  with  this  remarkable  group  of 
American  antiques  that  he  makes  his  second  venture  at  auction  sale. 
Credit  must  be  granted  him  for  this  enterprise,  for  there  can  be  no 
question  that  he  is  presenting  to  the  public  an  opportunity  to  acquire 
some  of  the  finest  examples  of  American  Colonial  furniture  to  be  had 
to-day.  Fine  pieces,  as  soon  as  they  appear  in  the  market,  are  rapidly 
finding  their  way  into  museums  and  private  collections,  to  remain  for  an 
indefinite  number  of  years. 

To  give  a  brief  resume  of  what  is  offered,  the  furniture  comprises 
the  much  prized  six-legged  highboys  and  lowboys  made  during  the  later 
years  of  the  seventeenth  century  and  called  William  and  Mary;  scroll- 
crested  banister-back  chairs,  a  "Flemish  scroll"  day-bed  and  an  all-turned 
day-bed  of  the  same  period;  sets  of  Queen  Anne  Dutch-footed  chairs, 
which  are  next  to  impossible  to  obtain;  small  tables,  bonnet  and  flat-top 
highboys,  lowboys  with  burl  figure,  mirrors  with  walnut  frames  shaped 
at  the  top  in  the  characteristic  ogival  curves,  made  at  the  time  of  Queen 
Anne  and  for  about  fifteen  years  following  and  showing  strong  Dutch 
influence.  There  are  also  many  fine  sets  of  Chippendale,  Hepplewhite 
and  Sheraton  chairs,  including  a  set  from  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  of  the 
Chippendale  period;  highboys  and  lowboys;  serpentine-front  desks  and 
bureaus;  block-front  pieces  attributed  to  the  Rhode  Island  school  of 
cabinet-makers;  mirrors  in  mahogany  and  walnut  of  the  same  period;  a 
remarkable  group  of  grandfather,  banjo  and  mantel  clocks  by  such  makers 
as  the  Willards,  E.  Jones  and  John  Cummens,  who  worked  in  Boston 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  and  early  years  of  the  nineteenth 
centuries ;  a  group  of  wing  chairs  ranging  from  the  extremely  rare  Queen 
Anne  or  Dutch-foot  variety  to  the  straight-legged  chair  of  the  Sheraton 
period;  Sheraton  and  Chippendale  settees  with  upholstered  backs  and 
seats;  very  fine  inlaid  and  shaped  front  Hepplewhite  sideboards  with 
knife  boxes;  three  and  four  part  dining  tables  in  the  style  of  Duncan 
Phyfe;  inlaid  secretaries  and  sewing  tables  of  the  same  period. 


Items  which  will  create  unusual  interest  and  competition  are:  a  Phila- 
delphia highboy  by  William  Savery  from  the  George  S.  Palmer  Collection; 
a  six-legged  walnut  lowboy  and  a  set  of  six  Queen  Anne  Dutch-footed  chairs 
formerly  in  the  possession  of  Edward  Holyoke,  President  of  Harvard 
College  from  1736-1769,  and  later  owned  by  his  descendants,  the  Abbot 
family  of  Groton,  Mass. 

The  collection  also  contains  American  silver  by  such  makers  as  Paul 
Revere,  John  Coney,  John  Burt  and  Benjamin  Burt,  and  includes  a  com- 
munion set  from  Christ  Church,  Charlestown,  Mass.,  comprising  a  silver 
tankard,  the  gift  of  Captain  John  Miller  in  1793,  from  which  was  repro- 
duced by  the  church  the  Sheffield  plate  tankard  and  salver  to  make  the  set. 
A  group  of  early  American  glass,  including  Stiegel,  Wistarburg,  New 
Hampshire  and  three-mould  glass,  obtained  from  the  Herbert  Lawton 
Collection  and  other  collections,  provides  an  opportunity  for  buyers  to 
obtain  museum  pieces  of  the  rare  sapphire-blue  and  amethyst  colors.  Old 
English  silver  and  gold  lustre,  Whieldon  cauliflower  ware  and  salt  glaze, 
and  a  very  fine  assemblage  of  armorial  and  gold  star  Lowestoft  are  also 
included. 

One  might  be  tempted  to  inquire  why  "American  antiques",  when  so 
many  objects  of  undoubtedly  English  origin  are  shown.  The  term  is 
allowable  when  it  is  understood  that  for  years  the  English  market  was 
relied  upon  to  supply  many  of  the  objects  which  now,  owing  to  their  long 
sojourn  in  this  country,  come  under  the  heading  of  American  antiques. 
The  designations  of  the  furniture  as  American  or  English  are  made  in 
good  faith,  and  where  a  piece  is  in  doubt  it  has  been  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  buyer.  In  the  collection  are  no  bargains,  only  sound  investments 
which  are  increasing  in  value  as  time  goes  on  and  getting  more  and  more 
scarce. 

Mr.  Sack  wishes  it  to  be  known  that  he  guarantees  every  item  in  the 
catalogue  to  be  as  described.

The  delicacy  of  the  construc- 
tion of  these  pieces  allowed  only  a  few  to  survive  the  vicissitudes  of 
a  life  of  over  two  centuries  in  rapidly  changing  environment,  there- 
fore making  the  condition  of  the  present  specimen  the  more 
remarkable. 

Wallace  Nutting  in  "Furniture  of  the  Pilgrim  Century"  illustrates 
on  page  560  a  six-legged  lowboy  of  cherry,  in  the  collection  of  Mr. 
Chauncey  C.  Nash.  In  describing  this  specimen  he  says:  "This  piece 
is  one  of  the  few  of  the  period  with  which  we  are  acquainted  and 
it  is  the  only  lowboy  we  have  encountered  in  the  six-legged  style  .  .  . 
For  a  long  time  collectors  declined  to  take  it  as  the  price  was 
regarded  as  prohibitory.  Any  collector  at  the  present  time  would 
be  only  too  glad  to  secure  it." 

The  present  lowboy  was  originally  in  the  possession  of  Edward  Hol- 
yoke,  Esq.,  President  of  Harvard  College,  1737-1769,  and  acquired 
in  1911  from  his  descendants,  the  Abbot  family  of  Groton,  Mass.

As  fine  an  example  of  Savery's  work  as  has  been  offered  at  public  sale 
for  many  years.  In  the  upper  and  lower  bodies  are  nine  small 
drawers  and  four  large  drawers,  which  have  the  original  brass 
handles  and  key  plates  of  pierced  cartouche  and  bail  form.  The 
small  drawer  at  the  top  is  carved  with  a  very  fine  shell  and  flower 
medallion  of  concave  form;  radiating  from  this  are  carved  sprays 
of  rocaille  scrolls  and  leafage  in  relief.  This  carving  is  repeated  on 
_-^-~-the  bottom  small  drawer,  while  the  skirt  below  is  cut  in  deep  curves 
and  enriched  at  the  centre  with  a  slightly  convex  carved  shell  of 
similar  design  to  those  carved  on  the  drawer  fronts.  The  piece  stands 
on  bold  cabriole  legs  which  terminate  in  eagle-claw  and  ball  feet ;  the 
knees  of  the  front  legs  are  richly  carved  with  scrolled  acanthus  leaves 
and  flowers.  Corners  of  the  upper  and  lower  bodies  are  chamferred 
and  carved  with  fluting,  three  flutes  on  the  upper  part,  four  flutes 
on  the  lower  body.  Bonnet  top  formed  of  two  moulded  scrolls  which 
terminate  in  carved  rosaces;  at  either  side  of  these  is  a  carved  urn 
and  flame  finial  standing  upon  fluted  plinths.  The  centre  finial  is 
formed  of  carved  rocaille  scrolls  and  leafage  and  is  a  later  addition, 
the  original  one  having  been  lost.  Save  for  this,  the  piece  is  en- 
tirely original.
